The pleasant little town of Ticiitoii, 
Ky., h lo' iitcil in Todd county, l(i 
miles iVdrii llii|j|;insvill(' and '>.'> 
niilen IVoni Xu.'diville, Tenn. It lias a 
tlii-it'ly and Industrious class of biisi- 
uoss men and a highly cultivated iwp- 
ulatioii numbering 600 souls.

BOXa BSTKBE WINTKBS, 
In the course of the winter of 1814 
not duly was Iho list of iiorsiinii whoper- 
ishuU in the snow a painfully long one, 
but many animals were lost, partionlap- 
ly iheep. There were, however, sume 
lemarkable inatanoea of the ktter being 
resotied, after a protracted intombment. 
One belonging to a gentleman in tlie 
Bouth of Scotland was rescued after hav- 
ing been buried six weeks. It was not 
much the worse for its iinprisomnent ; 
for, after a little stumbling, it wtu able 
to walk hnme before the shepherd, and 
by and by was as stroog as the rest of 
the flock. On the 22d of February, a 
aheep belonging to a farmer iu Berwick- 
ahiie was dug ont, after having been for 
fourteen days intombed in the snow. 

The great storm of 17'J5 lasted for 
fifty-one days ; and on 11 Bimultaneous 
appeal being mode to the " Oldest In- 
habitant " in all parta of the country, 
that venerable personage positively 
failed to conjnre up from memory a par- 
allel winter, nnleis, indeed, it waa that 
of 1740. On the Thames, there was a 
general suspension of opmmrrci', and it 
waa said there were no fewer tliuu :hio 
vessels fast in the ice. louring tho 
months of January and February, u. 
great many persons ))ori8lie J in tho suow 
or from the cold— and not a few in oir- 
enmatanoea exceedingly painful Bat 
there was alao a very oonaiderable oata 
logue of gallant leaonea. We aelcet the 
followmg two examplea of deliverunco 
effected by the agency uf the dumb uui- 
mals, that have always been among the 
best friends of man. Cue day toward 
the end of January, a Norfolk farmer, 
while retmming home from the town of 
Korwioh, became ao bennmbed hj the 
cold that he waa compelled to lie down 
in the anow. He woold nndonbtedly 
have periahed bat for his dog, which, 
with a pathetio sagacity, stretched its 
body across its master's brea.st, and so 
protected his lungs from the oold. In 
this position it lay for several hours, un- 
til at length, by continued barking and 
howling, it attracted attention and re- 
lief. 

An almost equal power of diaoemment 
waa diaplayed iu the following iustatu-e. 
Abort the same period, while a farmer 
near Iluntlycot« was, with the assistance 
of his shepherd, relioviug some sheep 
from the suow-drif t at tho sideof u bank, 
a large quantity of snow shot down in 
the form of an avolanche from the high- 
er gnrand, and enveloped the two men. 
There they must have remained and 
perished, but for the sagiuity of their 
two faithful collies. The two dogs at 
once scampered Imme, and, by tlieir ex- 
cited demeanor and contmuoits liowliug, 
aroused tho suspicious of tho women, 
whom they by a<id by induced to follow 
them to tiie apot where their maaters 
were buried. Arrivhig there, the ani- 
mals commenced to scrape the snow ; 
and, the sitiiatioii liitviiig tints been made 
plaiu, the men were dug out, after a 
confinement of six hours, of which, how- 
ever, they were not much the worse.—

Often have I liiij^'cred in its an- 
gles, and a hundred times have I liieuglit 
of tho host of pictures and remiiiisivuccs 
which might fill a book to the glory of a 
fence corner. 

Moreover, this peculiarity of confor- 
mation pandora to a moat worthy and 
blessed Bhiftlessness happily latent in 
the bones of almost every farmer ; for 
while the plowshare creeps close along 
tho base of the old stone wall, and tho 
direct course ul nmst other fences offl^rg 
a free scope for the mower's scythe or 
the reaper's blade, tho outward corners 
of the zigaag fence dodge beyond ito 
reaoh, and thna escape. How often, 
too, aro these recesses tho convenient 
storage quarters for the stones and 
stubble of tho field, and as sucli rcccivo 
a wide berth from tho newly whetted 
scythe or crajlo. 

Thus does the old rail fence bedeck 
itself abundantly with wreaths and gar- 
hmda. The refuse stone piles clothe 
themselvea in tangles of creeping dew- 
berry, cinque-foil and ground-ivy, ond 
the round leaves of the creeping mallows 
conspire to hide their nakedness. Tall 
brambles rise and yield tlieir shim'v 
blossoms to tho rifling bees, or later 
hang their pttrplo fruit in temptuig 
clusters to the troop of boys in their 
eager scramble among the rails. There 
are no black raapberriea ao large and 
luBoionB, no hazel nata ao full and brown, 
and no Alberta so tantalizing beneath 
their prickly pinls, as those that grow 
up under tho protection of tho old rail 
fence. Uere tho ricli green beds of 
jwoct fern give ont their aromatic savor 
to the wiae old rimpler, tho eager small 
boy, or even to the squirrel in quest ol 
^e nntty kemda among ita seed boba. 
Ihe doll red bloaaoma of the glycine tell 
3f sweet tubers beneath tho ground, nnd 
(ho bright KUiillowers of tall artichokes 
invite tho old- time seareii among their 
roots. 

Here in these sheltered angles the 
eddyug November winds hurl their fly. 
mg leaves, and heap the gloiy of the 
ratnmn preaent upon the matted mold 
Df many antnmna paat. Later, the 
nrhistling gales of winter whirl about 
its corners. Clouds of Uiifting snow 
bedim the evergreens, and (hive along 
tho meadow, battling with the army of 
tall, gaunt mulleina and red-capped 
mmocs, and at last are whirled idong 
those weather-beaten timbers, where 
fanta«tio-peaked Alpa ariae, and over- 
banging, gliatening difla hem in the 
rambling roils iu great blue-shadowed I 
orescants white and dazzling. |
